The American Elections. 

Nominally the United States are in the 
throes of a Congress election. Republicans 
and Democrats, in ‘accordance with estab- 
lished precedent, are saying hard things 
about one another, and the din on party 
Never- 
all, from champions to the 
humblest bottle-holders, are well aware 
that they are engaged, not in a fight to a 
finish, but in an exhibition sparring 
contest. If, in accord with the cynical 
practice of the American electorate, the 
President should find himself handicapped 
during the second half of his term with a 
Congress of a different party complexion, 
Republican policy would require more 
dexterous handling than has yet been 
demanded from Mr. Coolidge. If the 
Democrats’ challenge should fail, their 
leaders’ chances in the next Presidential 
election will be reduced to a greater or less 
degree.. Whoever wins or whoever loses, no 
question of principle is likely to be affected. 
On the contrary, the object on all sides 
seems to be to keep principles well in the 
background. and to narrow down the 
struggle to a conflict between “ Ins’’ and 
“Outs.” The truth is that, with the 
lapse ‘of time, the historic American 
parties-have in a great measure lost their 
identities. “Were «Alexander Hamilton 
alive to-day, it is questionable if he would 
not find among the Democrats groups con-

To-day the leaders of American politics 
are trying to grapple with their problems 
by methods that were already old-fashioned 
at the time of the War of Secession. The 
explanation seems to be that, whereas, 
in Europe, social questions for the 
best part of a century have dominated 
politics, industrial and political forces on 
the other side of the Atlantic, instead of 
converging, have diverged steadily. The 
result has been to make the American 
political system little more than a decora- 
tive facade. This is not a healthy state 
of affairs, as Americans themselves readily 
admit. Where politics. have become a 
kind of fifth wheel to a coach they are 
certain to be a drag, and may at a difficult 
juncture be used to upset the machine. 
The sanest minds in America do not 
conceal their alarm at the reactions on 
the moral fibre of their people of the 
open. exploitation for personal ends which 
is nowadays the rule rather than the ex- 
ception in their politics. In the contests 
now in progress prohibition, as might be 
expected, is the staple theme on every 
platform. Not even the simplest voter, 
however, has any belief that the “ Wets”’ 
and “Drys” will take action in relation 
to the Volstead Act in accordance with 
their platform declarations, if these should 
clash “with their party allegiance as Re- 
publicans and Democrats. The same 
unreality makes nonsense of the tariff 
controversy and the debts.. question. 
‘Republicans decline to face the fact that, 
if they insist upon payment by goods 
from Europe, they.. cannot -shelter’: the 
American’ producer against overseas com- 
petition.

Sir Samuel Hoare 
told the Conference that the organising 
work of the last few years. was about to be 
fruitful in far-reaching developments. 
The military service between Egypt and 
Iraq has laid foundations for a com- 
mercial service between Cairo and Karachi 
which soon will shorten the journey from 
England to India by seven or eight days. 
In time thabiservice will be extended to 
Caleutta, and Sir Alan..Cobham has 
blazed the trail for its further extension 
to Australia. Regular services between 
England and Capetown are certainties of 
the near future.- Ocean spaces which, for 
the present, the aeroplanes cannot leap 
will be bridged by airships; and the Air 
Ministry has on the stocks two great 
vessels for this purpose. In a word, Sir 
Samuel Hoare . believes that improved 
aerial communications will solve in our 
time most of the problems which the vast- 
ness of the Empire created for the age of 
steam. The goal can be won, however, 
only by “ sustained and united effort ”; 
and yesterday he invited the hearty co- 
operation of all the Dominions. If 
Australia and South Africa will make 
haste to provide aerodromes and mooring 
masts and bureaux of meteorological in- 
formation,’ a huge impétus will be given 
to the growth of inter-continental air 
trafic. It-is a happy augury not merelv 
for the physical, but for the moral, unity 
of the Empire that yesterday all the 
representatives of the Dominions promised 
their cordial support to the British 
Government's programme. The Free State 
Government’s promise, given through Mr. 
McGilligan, is not the least important; 
for in any. aerial service between Britain 
and Canada this country will be an indis- 
pensable link. 


Britain and Textiles. 


That England’s economic power was 
built historically upon her textile indus- 
tries long has been recognised. It is not 
realised so clearly, perhaps, how largely 
the world is indebted to Britain for her 
improvements and develop- 
ments. in those industries. In Empire 


-Fellowship Sir Frank Fox points out 


that scientific methods of textile manu- 
facture are almost exclusively of British 
origin, and that the vast improvements 
of the past century in the production of 
raw wool are entirely due to sheep- 
breeders of British stock. Wool-growing 
and wool-weaving had reached a creditable 
stage in Engiand long before Cesar crossed 
the Channel. In the Middle Ages wool 
manufacture became a great industry in 
England, thanks largely to the introduc- 
tion of Flemish weavers by Edward III. 
English cloth then became a sort of 
currency, valued everywhere like the 
English pound to-day. Elizabeth, the 
Stuarts, and George III. in turn, carried 
the English woollen 
along the~ road of development. To 
“ Farmer George ” is due that crossing of 


native British sheep with Spanish merino | 


stock which yielded the most serviceable 
wool yet known to spinner and weaver. 
It was, however, in Wyatt’s invention of 
the first power loom in 1733, and in 
Arkwright’s powerful instrument invented 
in 1768, that England gained her principal 
advantage over all rivals.

LORD CURZO : 
Three ex-Presidents of- oneal Union 


Society—-Lord Oxford and. Asquith, Lord 
Birkenhead and Sir John Simon—paid tributes 
to the memory of Lord Curzon, when, im the 
presence of a distinguished gathering, Lord 
Oxford yesterday unveiled a memorial bust. in 
the Debating Hall of the Society. 

“Like all speakers worth hearing, Lord 
Curzon’s speaking was a product of both 
inborn aptitude and assiduous culture,” said 
Lord Oxford. ‘‘ He had what on gs be called 
an oratorical apparatus of unusual efficiency— 
a good and challenging voice, an easy com- 
mand of gesture, a ready gift of humour and 
repartee, unfailing composure and an intense 
relish for the cut and thrust of debate. 

EXPERT IN MANY FIELDS. 

“ But he was not content to rely on these 
valuable. endowments. Neither in speaking 
nor in any other department of his: varied and 
insatiable activities did he leave anything to 
chance., Of all the men I have known, I can 
call him, in spite of his cei physical 
disabilities, the most industrious e studied 
with infinite care and zest the masterpieces 
both of ancient and modern eloquence. A 
certain amplitude or rotundity of diction 
came naturally to him, but he was the first 
to recognise that he was more at home on the 
ground than m the air, and he rarely made 
the mistake of attempting to climb altitudes 
which might leave him out of breath. The 
faculties in which he most excelled as a 
speaker were those which are, perhaps, the 
most deserving of cultivation, in what many 
people call our pedestrian age—lucidity of 
exposition, felicitous choice of phrase, com- 
prehensiveness of range and grasp, dialettical 
agility, and a path for giving, at,the right 
moment, a knock-out blow. His oratory was 
not an affair of light. and shade and. refine- 
ment, still less of paradoxes and parentheses. 
It_was of the same intellectual texture as his 
mind, for which no detail was too insignifi- 
cant, and yet which did not ever lose sight of 
the wood in the trees. 

“In whatever task he undertook, he con- 
centrated all the resources of a richly endowed 
mind and a strenuous and untiring per- 
sonality. His versatility was such that his 
apparent absorption in one particular interest 
never meant the abeyance, still less the 
abandonment, of others. He was an expert. in 
many fields, and -in none of. them did he ever 
allow the weeds to grow. Although politically 
ve were on opposite sides, I am glad to 

mber that I enjoyed, from first to. last, 
ughout the. whole of his active life, bis 
ous personal friendship.

A GREAT VICEROY. 

Lord. Birkenhead said that at each stage of 

rd Curzon’s career the most striking thing 
about it was an extraordinary efficiency. As 
an Etonian he represented the spirit of that 
ancient and brilliant school, and when he 
went to Oxford he seemed in his own being 
to represent and diffuse the special atmosphere 
of Balliol. 

“I declare, as my deliberate judgment,”’ 
Lord Birkenhead continued, ‘‘ that there have 
been few greater Viceroys than Lord Curzon. 
Whether you measure it by the industry, 
devotion, or. by the almost incredible sym- 
pathy with the. great duties which were his, 
cannot conceive that any man ever gave 
more or deserved more in his, discharge of 
that EA and heap duty.” 

Sir Simon dealt with the varied 
character of Lord Curzori’s career. He said 
that he was a traveller, a scholar, a writer, 
an archeologist, and, at the same time, he 
‘was a great Viceroy and an eminent states- 
man. His life was woven of a texture which 
brought contributions from all these various 
sources to the supreme object to which he 
devoted himself—namely, the public service. 
He was a man ‘who never/iscamped a piece of 
public work. He thought of Lord Curzon as 
one of the great examples in this age of the 
way in which a public career could be pursued : 
without pettiness ard without bitter ness, not- 
withstanding physical disabilities and dis- 
appointed ambition, in the only way in which 
the trials of a Parliamentary career could. be 
made tolerable—namely, by puttirg in the 
forefront a sincere devotion to what one con- 
ceived to be the public good.

CANADA'S PROGRESS. 

Interesting as was Sir Samuel Hoare’s open- 
mg statement, the most interesting speech of 
all was made by Mr. Mackenzie King, whose 
déscription of Canada’s progress in the air 
was described to me afterwards by a British 
Minister as ‘* fascinating.’’ ! 

Canada has made more rapid aerial pro- 
gress probably than any other country in the 
world. Vlying no longer is in the experi- 
mental stage, and ‘is used throughout the 
Doniinion for the practical purposes -of every- 
day bus:ness. 

Thousands of miles of uninhabited territory 
have been surveyed from the air, with the re- 
sults that complete.maps are now obtainable 
of districts which never have been trodden 
by the foot of man. furthermore, the 
Dominion Government has established a per- 
manent forest guard of aeroplanes, which has 
been of enormous value to the community. 


AERIAL FIREMEN. 

Forest and prairie fires are very common in 
Canada, and in the past the task of check- 
ing their devastating progress was almost im- 
possible, because in many cases they started 
in inaccessible places, and were able to gain 
headway before they were discovered. 

Under the new system, however, the risk of 
ruinous fires has been reduced. considerably. 
The forest guard machines are charged with 
the job of watching for outbreaks of fire, and 
as soon as an outbreak is detected information 
is flashed immediately to the nearest ground 
station by means of wireless telephony. 
Already a large number of fires has been de- 
tected in this way, and the service is beirg 
developed considerably. 

' Mr. Mackenzie King welcomed the idea cf 
inter-lImperial air services, concluding his 
— speech by a promise of Canada’s heartiest help 
in any scheme that might be devised by the

IN AUSTRALIA, TOO. 

Mr. Bruce also gave a useful account of air 
developmeftt in Australia.

EMPIRE’S AIR LINKS. 


- 


SIR SAMUEL HOARE’S 
PROPOSALS, 


Sir Samuel Hoare, in his statement on air 
communication, said:—The. Empire is i 
urgent need of better communications. 
communications are to improved 
sustained and united effort will be required. 
It is because the history. of the development 
of transport is one long record of doubts and 
delays and difficulties that I venture to em- 
phasise, at. the opening of my remarks, the 
importance of a resolute insistence upon the 
reed for new and improved methods. I am 
here to-day to press upon your attention ‘a 
new method of transport, that although it has 
only been organised for seven years, is one of 
the most effective instruments for stopping 
the waste of time that is now weakening the 
vitality and retarding the development of 
Empire intercourse. 

Machines have become more powerful, more 
dependable, and, as I think the members 
the Conference who made flights at Croydon 
last Saturday will admit, more comfortable. 
As to safety, what better record could there 
be than the five million miles flown by British 
services for four fatal accidents, and the mil- 
lion miles flown in Australia for a single acci-. 
dent? What better proof could there be of 
the regularity of the services than the fact 
that to-day freight insurance premiums per. 
£100 are by air iess than half the premiums 
charged for surface transport? What more 
conspicuous illustration could there be of the 
practicability of Empire air routes than the 
successive journeys of Sir Alan Cobham and 
the series of long-distance flights carried out 
by units of the British and Australian Air 
Forres? After years of research and expert- 
ment -and adventure we have reached a de- 
finite stage in the development. of flying, 
from which we can in the near future make 
progress altogether out of proportion to any- 
thing that has been achieved during the 
last few years, ms 


CIVILIAN AIR SERVICES. 

Hitherto, whilst certain European services 
have been safely and punctually operated 
for several years, there has been no civil air 
service plying between one part of the 
Empire and another. In-the Middle East an 
air route between Egypt and Iraq has been 
regularly flown by military machines carry- 
ing mails and official passengers for five 
years. We now propose to substitute in 
lace of this military service a regular civil 
ha for the carriage of freight and. passen- 
gers, not only between Cairo and Baghdad, 
but between Cairo and Karachi Since there 
is as yet no air route beween England and 
Egypt, a passenger will go by land and sea 
to Cairo or Gaza, and there echange,into one 
of the new three‘engined aeroplanes. But 
the essential importance of the route greatly 
transcends the saving of seven or eight days 
that will be made in the journey between 
England and India. Its real significance lies 
in the fact that it is the first section of the 
great Empire air route to the Far East. 

Would it be possible for the Government 
of India to consider the question of extending 
the service across India from Karachi to 
Bombay and Calcutta? Would it be possible 
for. the Government of Burma to consider 
the possibility of carrying it a stage further 
to Rangoon? Might it not then be practi- 
cable to link with the civil line experimental 
flights of the Air Force flying boats that it 
is intended to station in the Far East, and 
might they not again join up with occasional 
service flights of the Royal Australian Air 
Force from Australia. 


AN AFRICAN CHAIN. 

Just as there must be an Empire air route 
to the Far East, stretching to Australia and 
New Zealand, so there must be an Empire air 
route from London.to the Cape, with branches 
diverging to the West African dependencies. 
An enterprising pioneer, with the á of the 
Governments of Europe, Uganda and the 
Sudan, has organised an experimental service 
covering 1.400 miles between Khartoum and 
Kisumu. As the route follows the course of 
the White Nile, the machines will be hydro- 
planes. If this #rvice is successful, from 10. 
days to a fortnieht will be s*ved in the 
journey between Khartoum and Uganda, and 
eight days between Khartoum and East 
Africa. Why should not the northern and 
southern links be forged in this African chain, 
and a through aeroplane service run, at least 
experimentally, between Egypt and Cape 
Town? Would it be possible for the South 
African Government to consider whether the 
Sonth African Air Force could not make a 
certain number of flights linking up with the 
route to Uganda? . 

In the meanwhile. we in Greet Britain 
should be interesting ourselves in forging the 
link between London and Egypt. Already 
we have made considerable progress with the 
development of flying boats that wil] be suit- 
able for the passage of the Mediterranean, and 
attention is being constantly given to the 
difficulties that have hitherto blocked the way 
to an England-Egypt service.
